Claims 1-3,5 and 6 

The inventions described in claims 1-3,5 and 6 do not appear to involve an inventive 
step over document 1 cited in the ISR. 

The compound amount of filler, lubricant, flame retardant and crystal nucleator 
contained in the molding composition, the melting point of the molding composition and the 
thermal deformation temperature and crystallization rate described in document 1 could be 
set as necessary by a person skilled in the art. 

The use of Mg(OH) 2 , Al(OH) 3 as the filler agent is a matter that could be easily 
conceived of by a person skilled in the art 

Claim 4 

The invention described in claim 4 appears to involve an inventive step over 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Documents 1 and 2 do not describe that an injection molding is produced from a 
molding composition comprising a blend of an aromatic polyester copolymer (a) having 
terephthalic acid, a sulfonic acid metal salt and an aliphatic dicarboxylic acid as acid 
components and ethylene glycol and diethylene glycol as glycol components, a polyester 
copolymer (b) prepared by copolymerization of copolymer (a) with polyalkylene glycol, a 
branched polyester copolymer (c) prepared by condensation polymerization of copolymer 
(a) with polyalkylene glycol, and a polyester copolymer (d) having repeating units 
comprising an aromatic dicarboxylic acid and a glycol component, and the invention of the 
present application thereby achieves the useful effect of having excellent biodegradability, 
mechanical strength, heat resistance, moldability and flame resistance. 
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
